REBELS DEFY HUERTA; 
PARADE IN MEXICO CITY. 


ERA CRUZ, April 27—Five Ameri- 
cans who arrived by train from 
Mexico City today were virtually 
expelled by President Huerta. They 
had been arrested at Pachuca for no 
known cause. They are Dr. Hoskins, 
R. Chattien, J. Punstion, G. G. Smith 
and Mr. Maddox. These men were 
sent to the capital from Pachuca, 
where Huerta told them he would not 
hold them, but ordered them to leave 
the country. 
REBELS AT WORK. 

The more friendly attitude dis- 
played in the capital towards for- 
eigners in the last day or two was 
in a measure explained today when it 
was learned from refugees that 
rebel supporters in Mexico City 
had taken steps to change public opin- 
ion. 

They circulated handbills calling 
upon the people to protect Americans 
and denouncing Huerta as the cause 
of the landing of the American naval 
forces at Vera Cruz, and also as the 
author of faise and inflammatory 
Statements published in Mexico City. 

In the handbills the people were 
called upon to join in a big parade to 
show disapproval of Huerta’s attitude 
and to indicate their owa friendliness 
towards Americans. The parade took 
Place Saturday and the fact that it 
Was permitted by President Huerta 
Was construed as an indication of the 
weakening of his power. 

The rebels are said to have been 
gaining ground in the territory close 
to Mexico City. 

Another train is expected to arrive 
tonight and it is understood that many 
Americans are aboard. 

Some of the refugees are respon- 
sible for an unconfirmed report that 
after a demonstration Huerta became 
so frightened that he hid himself in 
a foreign legation, fearing assassina- 
tion. 

Refugees say that prior to the 
change in sentiment at the capital, 
four Americans were seized by one 
of the mobs, which insisted upon 
tynehing them.

He was arrested in this city 
February i6, last, after the dis- 
covery of-an alleged plot in the cap- 
ital by the Huerta secret service 


‘ agents, who claimed to have informa- 
tion that Senor CalUeron Was deeply 


involved. 

His release followed a visit to the 
prison by a commission of American 
naval officers. but was made volunta- 
rily by the warden of the fortress. The 
prison has not been formally taken 
ever by the American forces and still 
files the Mexican flag.

Serrano, Heriberto Casas, Ale- 


jandro Avila, Lieut. Branja, Mario 
Olivares and Jose Vasquez Olivares. 
Against the first two men no charges 
Rad been made. Avila was a law 
clerk who had the misfortune to be 
a relative of the rebe! of the same 
name and was charged with sedition. 

Lieut. Brania was the leader of the

was captured only after hard fight- 
ing. Jose Vasquez Olivares was sent 
to the prison charged with having 
made insulting remarks regarding 
women of the family of some Mexi- 
‘an high in the government.

SENATE COMMITTEFR WILL NOW 
BEGIN SECRET SESSIONS. 


Whatever It Does the Real Fight 
Is to Be on Floor of Upper House. 
Wheeler, Representing San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce, 
Opposes Exemption Repeal. 


[RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Hearings 
on the bill to repeal the free tolls 
provision of the Panama Canal Act 
were closed tonight and the Senate 
Canals Committee tomorrow will be- 
gin consideration in execut#twe session 
of a report to the Senate. 

The committee was said tonight to 
be about evénly divided for and 
against repeal. Chairman O'Gorman 
thought the executive deliberations 
might last two days. 

Senator Simmons, who has been 
prominent in the fight for repeal, said 
the committee might report the bill 
with an amendment which would de- 
clare in substance that the United 
States waives no rights over the canal.. 

Others suggested that owing to the 
division in the committee, a report 
without any recommendation what- 
ever could be looked for. In any case 
the big fight on repeal will be made 
en the Senate floor, where the debate 
is expected to last several weeks. 

William R. Wheeler of San Fran- 
cisco, representing the Chamber of 
Commerce of that city, appeated be- 
fore the Senate committee today in op- 
position to the bill to repeal exemp- 
tion. 

Wheeler called attention to the po- 
sition taken by the Associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the Pacific 
Coast, when, in October, 1911, it 
passed a resolution demanding that 
American vessels engaged in coastwise 
shipping be exempted from the, pay- 
ment of tolls. 

Wheeler dwelt on the point that the 
free tolls provision did not constitute 
discrimination against vessels of other 
nations that would use the canal for 
the reason that po foreign ships could 
engage in American coastwise traffic. 
What discrimination might be alleged 
to exist, Wheeler contended, was in 
the navigation laws of the United 
States. 

Joseph N.' Teal, of Portland, Oregon, 
on behalf of the Portland Chamber of 
Commerce and other Pacific Coast 
trade organizations, protested before 
the committee against the repeal, and 
criticised severely the Taft proclama- 
tion fixing tolls on the carrying capac- 
ity of ships. ; 

R. H. Phillips, of Kensington, Md., 
expressed the opinion that the proper 
Yankee way for the Democrats to get 
out of a bad hole the Republicans had 
placed them in was to exempt all 
ships passing through the canal from 
one coast of North or South America 
to the other coast. 

J. A. Jones, member of the Arizona 
State Corporation Commission, said 
that the Inter-Mountain country Was 
just as much interested in free tolls as 
the Pacific Coast. President Dodson, 
of the Pensacola Chamber of Com- 
merce, favored gepeals tolls exemp- 
tion.

This 
will be an Increase of 186,000 over 
the 1912° registration. The figures 
were compiled by the State printer 
in order to determine how many 
pamphiets he would have to print in 
order to supply each registered voter. 
The State constitution provides that 
pamphlets containing all initiative 
and referendum measures, bonding 
and proposed constitu- 
tional amendments shall be distrib- 
uted to each registered voter, and in 
addition the State is required to print 
half as many again. 3 

On RicHardson’s. estimate it. will be 
necessary to print approximately 
1,800,000 pamphlets. 

In compiling the estimates of the 
county clerks, Richardson has appor- 


tioned the voting strength of the 
State in eight sections, as  fol-

“Insofar as business is responsible 
for its conduct,’’ Vanderlip declared, 
“it will not do to say that railroad 
managers and corporation heads are 
the representatives of publicly sub- 
scribed capital and are therefore sub- 
ject, tn the interests of society, to a 
surveillance that applies to affairs of 
a public corporation, while farmers 
represent only personal investment 
and may be left to work out with 
such ignorance or intelligence as they 
choose to bring to bear the conduct 
of their own affairs.

LONDON, April 27.—‘This grave 


term.used by Premier Asquith today 
in. reply to a question in the House 
of Commons as to the gun-running 
exploit of the Ulster “volunteers,” 
who, in strong-armed forces, landed 
40,000 rifies and 500,000 cartridges at 
various points in Ulster on Friday. 


The Premier said: 

“The House may rest assured that 
the government will without delay 
take proper steps to vindicate the au- 
thority of the law.” 

Immediately after he had finished 
replying to questions, Premier Asquith 
hurried to Buckingham Palace for an 
audience with the King. 

The nature of the steps which Pre- 
mier Asquith announced the govern- 
ment intended to take in Ulster and 
not been made public except that Maj.-. 
Gen. C. F. N. Macready of the adju- 
tant-general’s staff of the War De- 
partment has taken over the com- 
mand of the police forces in the Bel- 
fast district. 

No troops have been moved north 

from Dublin, although it is under- 
stood that certain regiments have 
been warned to hold themselves in 
readiness. Five warships arrived off 
Larne, seventeen miles from Belfast, 
yesterday, and tonight were playing 
searchlights on the town. 
« Rumors are again current that the 
government has Issued warrants for 
the arrest of Sir Edward Carson and 
Capt. James Craig, another of the 
Ulster leaders, but it is believed they 
are unfounded. 

The Cabinet will hold another meet- 
ing tomorrow to make a final decision 
as to the course to be pursued in 
Ulster.

His war scare and his “minute men” 
of Imperial Valley have played out. 
NO WAR SCENES. 

Joe supplies all the war excitement 
there is to be found in the valley. 

I went down Sunday to see the bat- 
tle that was supposed to take place, 
but no battle occurred. . 

There was not even excitement. 
Business was proceeding as usual. On 
the C.M. ranch I found a party of 
vaqueros leaving with supplies on a 
five days’ ride down into Mexico. An 
English gentleman with whom I rode 
on the train told me that his men 
(mostly Americans) are working as 
usual on his place, fifteen miles below 
the line, and have no thought of being 
driven off. 

The Mexican comandante encour- 
ages Americans to cross the line into 
Mexicali at will, and thousands vis- 
ited the place on Sunday. 

He has stated repeatedly to the 
American officers and to various ci- 
vilians that there will be-.no fighting 
unless positive orders come to him 
from his superior officers to attack. 

A GALLANT MEXICAN, 

Col. Lajero is a fine enough soldier 
and a gallant enough gentieman to be 
perfectly frank about the situation—at 
least with the American army officers. 
And it takes a game man, sometimes, 
to be frank. 

A graduate of the military academy 


of thirty years’ expe:ience, Col. Lajero 
realizes that his situation is almost 
hopeless, with his isolated detachment 
cornered in the desert. 

, In several conferences with the 
American officers, he has made clear 
his position: He does not want to fight 
if bloodshed can be honorably 
avoided; he has no intention of blow- 
ing up the Imperial Valley water- 
works, upon which both Mexicali and 
his own command are dependent for 
water. 

. “But, of course,” he adds, “I am a 
soldier. If orders come to me to fight, 
then I shall fight. Until then, my 
brothers in arms, let us do nothing 
—you on your side and I on mine—to 
inflame our soldiers.” 

The Americans have taken him at 
his word and no more war is to be 
seen at Calexico than on East First 
street. The soft pedal has been trod- 
den on hard. 

NO BUGLE CALLS. 

At the request of Col. Lafero, all 
bugle calls and other martial sights 
and sounds have been suspended in 
the American camps. Al! service calls 
are given ‘with whistles, like those 
used by traffic officers.

DEADLY SECRETS. 

A curious little Mexican town—Mex- 
icali. 

Mexicali and Calexico are like a 
before-and-after advertisement. 

Mexicali is the American desert 
frontier town of twenty-five years ago. 
Its one front street is a dirty smear 
of tough saloons, run, painful to say, 
by disreputable men and women from 
the United States. By day it is sleepy- 
eyed and grouchy. By night, it is 
painted, foul, and drunk. 

Looking across the front fringe of 
frowsy dives, you see the top of what 
appears to be the back of a baseball 
grand stand 

This is the famo s “bull pen,’ and 
this is the nearest you will get to it 
without befng locked up inside. 

This bull pen is the most mysterious, 
wondered-about place in the Western 
Hemisphere today. 

Behind its high walls is the doomed 
garrison of Col. Lajero. 

To be frank about it, no one knows 
to a certainty who or how many are 
in the bull »en.. The estimate of most 
of the officers gives Lajero about 500 
men. He had a small garrison to be- 
gin with. Since then there have been 
several calls for “‘volunteers.” There 
has also been a draft. From the fact 
that the soldiers are locked in the 
bull pen under armed guard, it would 
seem that the “volunteers” were not 
very enthusiastic over the proposition. 
Many of the soldiers are convict con- 
scripts. 

It is said that the garrison of the 
bull pen is not allowed to have arms 
at present; rifles will be issued to them 
if trouble breaks out. 

JAPS ENLISTING? 

When I left Mexicali, the army of- 
ficers were making a rigid investiga- 
tion of the supposed enlistment of a 
large number of Japanese in the guise 
of Mexicans. Should this report 
prove to be true, it would be the most 
serious fact thus far developed in the 
Mexicali situation. Some months ago, 
about 200 Japs passed through Ca- 
lexico into Mexico under bond, os- 
tensibly for the purpose of working 
on the ranches around Mexicali. 
Most of them are veterans of the 
Japanese army. 

On the other hand, a large part of 
the bull pen garrison is said to have 
made a “get-away” the other night. 

Saturday, it was observed by some 
of our cavalry “men patrolling the 
border that the Mexicans were herd- 
ing mules from the country below 
the line. Late that night-—just be- 
fore midnight—-some of the men on 
the C. M. ranch heard a company of 
Mexican cavalrymen go. jangling by 
in the night, traveling eastward along 
the ditch that divides Mexico from 
the United States. 

The next morning, it was observed 
that the herd of mules hag diminished 
in size. 

Since then at night, our outposts 
have noticed signal lights flashing be- 
tween Mexicali and the hills to the 
eastward. 

The conclusion would seem to be 
that some of Col: Lajero’s garrison 
have made a get-away and are still 
in signal communication with the 
bull pen. 

In the daytime, there are no s#ol- 
diers to be seen along the border or. 
in Mexicali. Col. Lajero evidently 
feare there might be clashes were too 
many soldiers wandering around on 
both sides of the line. 

NO SOLDIERS VISIBLE. 


I gaw only two Mexican soldiers 


during the time I was on the border. 
One was a Mexican cavalry trgoper 
herding the mules out in the meadows 
near the C. M. The other was an offi- 
cer—evidently of the Mexican infantry 


—Wwhom we met on -

Col. Lajero has very significantly 
requested that our patrols make no 
movements that, in the dark, might 
be construed as being hostile. 

On our side, the American officers 
have, like Lajero, prepared for war 
and are straining every effort to hold 
onto peace. 

With the Mexicans going through 
the —— nervous strain that must 
come men cooped, up and cornered 
under an enemy's guns, and Calexico 
full of American soldiers spoiling for 
a fight, the dove of peace ig a bird 
that could easily be shooed away. 

This fact was impressed upon us 
Sunday when Capt. Harbord sent a 
sentry out to ask the townspeople to 
leave the emplacements dug into the 
irrigating canal for the field guns. 
He explained to us afterward, that he 
feared that Lajero, seeing a crowd 
around the breastworks, might mis- 
take it for a hostile move and open 


fire with his three machine guns, 
slaughtering innocent women and 
children.

RED AND BLACK. 

On the old C. D. Company water 
tower overlooking both towns one post 
is located to watch, as from a fire 
tower, for the outbreak of trouble 
and signal by flag and lantern to the 
townspeople.

The defense of the town and border 
ls divided between the battalion of 
National Guard under Col. Schreiber 
and the regulars. 

The National Guardsmen are 
camped at one end of a very wide 
street leading across the border inta 
Mexico. They are some distance back 
from the border. 

One of the few real incidents of 
the “war” so far had to do with thia 
broad street. A detail of the Seventh 
Regiment, bound for a Cossack post 
on the border, were carefully told tu 
keep on until they came to the ir- 
rigating ditch and not on any account 
to cross the line. In some way, the 
young corporal got anixed tn his in- 
structions and found himself far over 
on Mexican soil, face to face with two 
Mexican commissioned officers. His 
squad halted and for a minute the 
Mexican officers and the American 
corporal stared at each other in joint 
dismay. Then both sides turned tail 
and beat very hasty retreats.

MEXICANS NEAR CALEXICO 
TRENCHES DAY. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


ALEXICO, April 27.—Mexican en- 

trenchments are being dug direct- 

ly opposite the emplacement of 
the American field guns, according to 
reports here today. At sunset a Mex- 
ican outpost was established across the 
line opposite the camp of Capt. James 
G. Harbord, who is in command of 
the Usited States artillery and cavalry. 
This outpost is within 600 yards of 
the American camp. The Mexicans 
have now abandoned their practice of 
digging their entrenchments at night, 
and are carrying on these operations 
in the daytime. 

The militia camp was startled last 
night when the Mexicans turned a 
powerful searchlight of the Mexicali 
garrison on the camp. 

The exportation of focdstuffs to 
Mexicali has fallen off materially. 
There is a feeling that the two oppos- 
ing forces which have assembled here 
are preparing for all eventualities. 

Much excitement followed a report 
here today that a Mexican spy had 
been captured, but it proved that the 
Mexican had simply tried to cross the 
line near the American cavalry camp 
in order to avoid the customhouse. 
Another incident which attracted con- 
siderable attention was the arrest of 
a man on the charge that he was 
a spy, but he was subsequently re- 
leased upon the payment of a small 
fine. It is believed that the arrest 
was merely to obtain the money. 

Several Mexicans who refused to 
state their reason for quitting today 
left the employ of the Pacific Land 
and Cattle Company. This company 
employs south of the line about 175 
Mexicans, and 300 men in all. Of 
this number about twenty quit, pre- 
sumably to join the Mexican forces.

overpowering American forces, still 
adequate provision has been made to 
safeguard Sharp's Heading and other 
important irrigation centers. 

Col. W. H. Holabird, receiver for 
the California Development Company, 
has already put into operation a Von 
Moltke-like system for emergencies. 
Should the dams be blown up, the 
dust would not have settled before 
the repair work would have begun. 

Under Col. MHolabird’s orders, 
planks have been sawed to the proper 
leneths and loaded itn wagons. The 
{imaginary work has been divided 
among hypothetical gangs of work- 
men and the men divided into shifts. 
Each -irrigation district in the valley 
haa been notified to furnish a certain 
number of men and the men to be 
so furnished have been divided among 
foremen already appointed and in- 
structed in the most tntricate detail. 

“Should the dams be dynamited.,”’ 
said Col. Holabird, “the system would 
be restored within four or five days.”

CASES ‘TRANSFERRED. 


Supreme Court Sends to Appeal 
Tribunal Action Involving Part of 
Baldwin Estate. 

The Supreme Court has made an 
order transferring to the District 
Court of. Appeal the cases of D. E. 
Keith against Sherl& Hammel, and of 
Fred Lummer, Sr., against H. A. 
Unruh, executor of the estate of the 
late ‘“‘Lucky” (Elias J.) Baldwin. 

In the first instance an appeal has 
been taken by Keith from a judg- 
ment of Superior Court Judge Finlay- 
son, denying the petition for a writ 
of mandate compelling Hammel to 
turn into the county treasury all fees 
received by him as Sheriff of Los 
Angeles county from June 2 to Oc- 
tober 31, 1913. 

In the last case, Lummer is ap- 
pealing from a judgment rendered by 
Superior Court Judge Raker, deny- 
ing a claim to a part of the west- 
ern two-thirds of the Rancho Francis- 
quito, belonging to the Baldwin es- 
tate, that Lummer claimed by reason 
of a deed, alleged to have been ex- 
ecuted, by Baldwin, in 1887. 

‘The Supreme Court has refused the 
petition of the Los Angeles Olive 
Growers’ Association, for a rehearing 
of the case brought by that corpora- 
tion against Emil Pozzi, involving a 
strip of land on the south sige of 
Garibald! street.

by the Supreme Court. This confirms 
the right of Pozzi to the land.

Whittier independents in the fire in- 
surance line have fired a shot whose 
reverberations are heard ‘round the 
State. They have cut, slashed, and 
emasculated insurance rates. 

The old-line underwriters, say the 
insurgents have gerrymandered board 
rates with independent figures in or- 
der to undersell them. The inde- 
pendents counter with the war cry 
that they are offering scientifically- 


adjusted rates and that the gun heard 
at Whittier marks only the beginning 
of the conflict. 
An any rate, Whittier is the Tor- 
reon of an inst‘rance war, which 
promises to spread. The Board of 
Fire Underwriters of the Pacific 
has. officially recognized war as 
existant by instructing its representa- 
tives to secure the business ut any 
price. 
So far the independents haven't 
crossed the Yalu to the assault vf 
Los Angeles. Their coming is eager- 
ly awaited, however, by holders or 
prospective takers of insurance. 
“Nothing doing in cut rates so far,” 
said the manager of an old-line com- 
pany yesterday. “We are not ex- 
pecting an invasion, but if it comes 
we are prepared.” 
“Ha, ha, it is only the beginning,” 
laughed an independent. 
The same independent further re- 
fered the inquirer to a bill now be- 
ing prepared for submission to the 
Legislature, intended to establish a 
State insurance company with rates 
about 50 per cent. less than the old- 
line rates.

kan War. | 

The Atlantis, the leading Greek paper 


published in this country, flatly declares 


that to be the purpose of the Queen, and 
says the reports that she has received let- 
ters threatening her life if she comes to 
America have been maliciously circulated 
to discredit the Greeks. 

Says the Atlantis: “Let the people of 
the United States realize that they have 
been selected as an audience deliberately 
because Bulgaria has been informed that 
they know little or nothing of Balkan af- 
fairs, and because Americans are believed 
to be title maniacs, who will accept as truth 
anything from the lips of roygity.” 

It ts also charged that Queen Eleonore 
“would not dare to undertake a campaign 
against the former antagonists of Bulgaria 
in any other country except the United 
States. The doors of Europe are closed to 
any Bulgarian mission. After the investl- 
gation of the Balkan atrocities Europe was 
efilightened on the subject beyond perad- 
venture and beyond forgiveness.” 

The Atlantis demands to know how the 
people of the United States would feel if 
the Kaiser elected to visit us for the pur 
pose of telling how woefully France had 
mismanaged affairs in Egypt. 

Attention is also called to the fact that 
in this country there are a half-million 
Greeks “who are loyal to their adopted 
country,” the United States, and that the 
commercial relations between this country 
and Greece has always been amiable and 
profitable. The Atlantis advises us to think 
of those things twice before crediting any 
statements that the Queen may make de- 
rogatory to the character of the Greeks.

There is every reason 
to think that Huerta is acting in good faith, 
and there is no reason to believe that our 
country is not ready and anxious to accept 
any honorable plan that will bring not only 
hostility, but animosity, to an end.

The fact that both nations have agreed 
to attempt the. formulation and execution of 
a mediation programme does not necessarily 
mean that the difficulties are over. It only 
signifies that a satisfactory means of end- 
ing such difficulties is available. First, 
there will undoubtedly be many diplomatic 
struggles before a complete plan acceptable 
to both countries will be.determined upon. 
The conditigns in Mexico are such as to 
render ordinary methods impotent and use 
less, Mexico is divided into many hostile 
factions, and that which is acceptable to 
one may be rejected and opposed by an- 
other. Shall Carranza, as weH as Huerta, 
put an “O.K.” on any proposition? 


itself bound to show no favoritism to 
Huerta, or to Carranza, or to Villa, or to 
any of the numerous chieftains who have 
acquired a semblance of authority in Mex- 
ico. It is easy to perceive that it will re 
quire rare ability on the part of those who 
undertake the formulation and execution of 
the plans if they arrive at a programme 
that will be acceptable to all. 

The one thing that the United States will 
insist upon will be the establishment of a 
centralized, constitutiona! government for 
Mexico—a government that will be capable 
of sustaining law and order and of ending 
the distressing revolts and ‘prising that 
have disrupted the country. 

The mediators cannot think of such a 
thing as entering upon their task with the 
idea of deposing Huerta or of gratifying the 
grudges or promoting the pet purposes of 
Woodrow Wilson. They must go in with 
open minds, with a wish for fair play—and 
above all, 
business which they start and to set up in 
Mexico a stable government to which all of 
Mexico’s turbulent elements must and shall 
submit. Any other policy than this would 
be mere folly. The medisting nations must 
mediate with a club if necessary, Anarchy 
must be suppressed and real authority 
must be established and maintained. 

It must inevitably, follow that the period 
of mediation will be somewhat longer than 
is usual between nations. Before any plan 
for the rehabilitation of Mexico will be 
wholly satisfactory, it must have stood the 
test; it must be seen that the Mexican gov- 
ernment which shall be developed is strong 


tain a regime of order. It would be im- 
politic in the extreme to agree to some 
scheme of reorganization and then leave 
Mexico to try it, with the prospect that if 
rebel and Federal leaders did keep faith 
with one master, some other revolutionist 
would arise to cause more trouble. 

It seems particularly fortunate that the 
representatives of the Latin-American 
countries—Argentina, Brazil and Chile— 
have enlisted in mediation. There is no 
question that the people and statesmen of 
those countries understand the circum- 
stances of the crisis and Mexican character 
much better than the representatives of 
European nations could. It also seems that 
the Latin-American countries should _be 
favorably impressed toward the United 
States by this fact: they cannot fail to take 
notice of our good faith in taking a hand in 
the problems of unhappy countries of this 
hemisphere when the representatives of 
other Latin countries feel called upon to 
help in determining upon a solution for Mex- 
ico that will be beneficial to all. 

Notwithstanding the indications that a 

peaceful adjustment of the present porten- 
tous imbroglio is to be achiev#d, the United 
States continues its military operations for 
the protection and safety of American ref- 
ugees. However, it has been announced 
from Washington that no further demon- 
strations, other than those necessary to aid 
refugees, will be made. And in the mean- 
time, Brazil, Argentina and Chile—the lead- 
ing Latin-American countries—are under- 
taking with apparent sincerity to put an end 
to strife. 
To us it seems obvious that the least ex- 
pensive, the most humane, and by far the 
most effective method of settling interna- 
tional disputes is by appealing to the judg- 
ment of impartial arbitrators. The Times 
began long ago, and continued with almost 
a lone voice, to insist that the most feasible 
method of ending the anarchy in Mexico 
was through the joint and mutual interven- 
tion and mediation of the powers. Media- 
tion of that character permits Mexico to 
end hostilities without humiliatian, and al- 
lows the United States to gain the end in 
view without the bitterness of war. All that 
the United States wants, and all that fs in- 
sisted upon, is what every intelligent and 
patriotic Mexican desires: the restoration 
of peace and order—the establishment of a 
government in Mexico with an authority 
that brooks no rebellion and is sufficiently 
strong to protect its citizens and develop 
its prosperity. 


E MUST GO SLOW ON UNNECESSARY 
TAXES. 
. If ever there was a time when thof#e who 
have the interests of Los Angeles and of 
ourselves at heart should go slow in in- 
creasing taxes, that time is now.

ECHO” IS 


A REAL NOISE. 


ROCK AND FULTON’S NEW OF- 
FERING SPEED VEHICLE. 


Whirlwind of Music, Mirth and 
Pretty Girle—Mrs. Douglas Crane 
Scores Big Individual Hit at Ma- 
jestic in Her Dance Play—She 
Acts, Too.

Billy Rock and Maude Fulton, and 
all the rest of the cotérie who go to 
make up the No. 1 Galety Company, 
after which all else is imitation, 
opened with “The Echo” at the Mo- 
rosco Theater last night. 

That means that “The Echo” Is 
snappy from start to finish, full of 
the piquancy of the unexpected, ane 
replete with clever, entertainin 
stunts such as “Roxey”’ has the fac- 
ulty of welding into jolly” girly 
shows in which the stage folks seem 
to enjoy themgelves as much as the 
audience. 

For those of you who saw “The 
Echo” in the original, let me men- 
tion that this jsn’t like it a bit, ex- 
cept that there is an echo, and the 
plot, which starts out well with the 
wealthy widow, the mysterious: wait- 
ress, the stranded actor and unique 
bell hop, speedily drifts into oblivion 
in the maze of music and mirth.

“I’m a Poor 
Working Girl,” a capital travesty on 
city life as is, and then there is 
“You're Just the’ Girlie,” which the 
team do together. Later on Rock 
uses one of his old vaudeville num- 
bers, slightly revamped, with telling 
effect. 

Kitty Doner, streak of human en- 
ergy, is ever in the foreground, ever 
tireless, and as full of ginger as a 
cookie.

Frances White also scores heavily,

George J., of Morenci, Mich., and a 
brother, Willis J. Tripp, of Tipton,

Considerable mystery seems to have 
surrounded a greater part of the later 
life of “Brooks,” or Tripp. He

BLOW TO THE NOSE IS — 
“REAL TEST OF GAMENESS. 


EW YORK, March 21.—‘The 
“ truest test of gameness and cour- 
age is a terrific punch on the 


hit | nose,” remarks Dan Morgan, the New 


York impresario of prize fighters. 
“Nothing can so quickly take the fight 
out of a fellow as a smash on his 
sneezing apparatus. 

“Hit a man under the jaw and it 
stuns him—but only for a moment. 
Hit him along the beltline and it 


takes the wind out of him, but he can 
come back in the minute or two. But 
send one smashing against a man's 
nose and he’ll think the world has 
come to an end. 

“A straight-arm slam on the sneez- 
er will temporarily paralyze a man’s 
face and seemingly his head. It will 
send the bjood rushing away from his 
head and leave him faint. It will 
make the man think that every bone 
in his nose is broken and that not 
only his nose, but his entire face is 
swelling at the rate of an inch every 
two seconds. | 

“There is Snly one man within my 
memory who can take a punch on 
the nose and not have it affect him. 
That man is Knockout Brown, 
whose ability in that line was the 
real means of his coming to the front 
in the ring, and winning for himself 
over $100,000 in five years. 

“A number of years ago when I 
had just started in the fight game, 
and was looking around for a few 
fighters to take under my wing, I 
happened in a gymnasium, where I 
saw a fellow named Brown working 
out. He was pitted against a fellow 
that outweighed him at least thirty 
pounds, yet the kid kept going after 
the big chap as though the big fel- 
low was a bantam. 

“Just about the time I got there 
the big chap swung a terrific punch 
that landed on Brown's nose. In the 
next round he reached that . nose 
again, which by that time had swol- 
en to nearly twice its size. When 
the second punch landed, an ordinary 
man would have quit right there. 
But not Brown. He just shook his 
head, as though trying to shake away 
the pain, and kept after his opponent. 
Twice after that the big fellow 
reached Brown's nose, and each time 
he carried every inch of his weight 


in the punch. But Brown never | 


winced. It was a wonderful exhibi- 
tion of gameness. 


“After the sparring match was over 
I sought out Brown. 

“Didn't it hurt you when you 
were hit on the nose?’ I asked. 

“Brown looked at me in a sort of 
scornful way for a moment, and then 
in his strong German accent, said: 

“‘Sure it hurt—hurt like das 
duyvil. But a feller vat fights he 
must get hurt and say nodding.’ 

“Right then and there I figured I 
had found a new man for my string 
of fighters and I signed up Brown. 

“Brown was pretty much of a no- 
vice when I first got him. He had no 
defense. That was one of the re- 
sons why so many fellows were able 
to land on his nose. The first thing 
I did was to build up his defense. 
Then I developed his already terrific 
punch, got some old-time fighters to 
show him a few of the fine points 
of the game and then I turned him 
loose, 

“In less than flve years of fighting 
Brown cleaned up es@mething like 
$144,000 for both of us. Early in nis 
career he was a whirlwind, He 
could stand any amount of hasmnmer- 
ing, and always came back for more. 
Fighters, knowing what a punch on 
the nose does, landed a few on the 
beak of K.O. But they had no effect. 
K.O. breezed along just as strong as 
before and he grabbed off most of 
his fights. 

“Success and wealth, however, were 
bad for K.O. He got into bad habits. 
Despite my orders, he'd slip away 
every chance he got and drink from 
ten to fifteen soda waters a day and 
eat a half-dozen cream puffs, and 
several coffee cakes. I tried to head 
him off, but it was no use. 

“*Look it, here, Mister Morgan,’ he 
would say to me when I tried to stop 
him from eating that stuff or drinking | 
sodas. ‘Ven wass a kid I didn't 
haff no money und I never could get 
no sody vassers und -no coffee caka 
Und now dat I got money I can have 
dem und I’m going to haff dem, eefen 
if id do make me fat. By golly, a 
feller what's got all de money I haff 
ought to have some sport.’ 

“Bating those things fattened 
Brown up and he was in no condition 
to fight. In the last few months, 
however, I’ve got him to quit that 
gluttony and he's training back into 
shape again. Pretty soon now ['ll 
trot him out into public view once 
more and have him show up a few 
of these alleged fighters around the

In Northern California Rugby is 
outwardly popular. Spectators and 
players seem to like it. Old Amer!- 
can football is a memory hung with 
cobwebs, and little is known of the 
new American game. English foot- 
ball stock rose steadily and reached 
its zenith with the visit of the War- 
@tahs. The visit of the A|1!-Blacks 
proved a blow to almost every reason 
given for the game's existence in 


America. Thig is a statement I must 
prove as I go on. It is contrary to 
the general opinion of the public, who 
had to judge from outward appear- 
ances only. That it marked the be- 
ginning of the fall of Rugby is the 
opinion of men who know the inside 
history of the game since it first came 
in through the Golden Gate. 

Faculty rulings usually have to be 
made arbitrarily as far as the popular 
demand of the student is concerned. 
A faculty is a paternal body and must 
act accordingly. Faculty ruling is 
based on experience, and, like that 
of the superior bench, should be final 
for the time being. No American 
faculty or its executive is undemo- 
cratic enough, however, not to issue 
a careful explanation of any new 
move. 

Rulings are usually accepted under 
protest at first, but the feeling that 
older and more learned men must 
have good reasons gains ground. 
Finally the students buck in and de- 
cide to do their best to “see it that 
way,” feeling that a fair trial on their 
part will bring a reversed decision 
should the new move be found want- 
ing. 


The reasons given for handing 
Rugby to American men without 80 
much as “if you please’ were about 
as follows: Devoid of fatalities, more 
open than American, more men get in 
the game, more interesting to spec- 
tators, less monotonous, lighter, more 
comfortable suits, fewer and leas se- 
rious injuries, more club teams, inter- 
national matches made possible, no 
time out for the downs, more fun, 
practice less strenuous, no coaches 
necessary, men learn great individual 


-skill instead of signals. 


I do not remember hearing its faults 
mentioned. Some took it for granted 
that American football had all foot- 
ball faults and failings safely cor- 
nered. 

No synoptis of Rugby history on 
the Pacific Coast would be complete 
without mentioning 4hat it had a sort 
of a prehistoric existence, giving away 
to American in 1886. “From 1882 to 
1886 California teams clad in un- 
padded suits played a game of Rugby 
not Giffering essentially from that of 
the present day.” 

I belleve Rugby was given to us 
again in 1905 with the very highest 
of motives. Practical experience, 
however, seems to many of us to have 

roven that the reasons given were 
argely theory. Rugby was called 
tiddle-de-winks by American adher- 
ents before they saw much of it. They 
were merely taking the word of its 
backers that it was free from serious 
injuries. For instance, one of its first 


backers said “even the nature of the 


6 ie sich that even the tackling 
is less vicious.”” The game's latest 
historian (Mr. Goldsmith) says: ‘The 
tackling in Rugby has to be even 
surer than in the old game, as the 
tackler has to smother the ball as 
well as stop the player.” 

* 


After three yéats of experience the 
majority seemed to favor a return to 
American football, but the powers 
insisted that rough tackiing, etc. 
was due to American lack of rea 
knowledge of the game. The high 
school faculties espoused its cause. 
The southern colleges began to in- 
vestigate for themselves. President 
Baer fella me he had an amusing ex- 
perience.’ While bein entertained 
and persuaded as to the superiority 
of Rugby, unfortunately he and his 
hosts came upon a player just out 
of scrimmage ‘with a broken leg. 
Hig next experience in gentle Rugby 
was on our field, a high school cham- 
pionship game, during which three 
men were carried off the fleld. 

U.S.C. sent Pat Burek,.’varsity cap- 
tain, and myself, north to see the 
Stanford-California game of 1909. 
Our report was unfavorable. Of 
course, we were prejudiced, but we 
had found many people who couldn't 
learn to like the game as a substitute 
for American, and ali the coaches 
and trainers admitted that there were 
more injuries than they thought pos- 
sible under Rugby rules. Dad Moulton 
thought there were more injurice 
than in the sport they had given up. 

Pat and I sat far apart, so as to 
get every angle of. the pr. We got 
together afterward and I remember 
just about the first thing our veteran 
of the American sport said: “They 
must have gotten a blind m for 
referee, there was more slugging than 
I ever saw or felt in ten of our 
games.” We finally exhonerated the 
referee, by deciding that it was tm- 
pea for one man to follow the

sonal differences were settled in plain 
sight of everybody but the referee. 


So the invasion went on. The 
northern press began backing it with- 
out a dissenting voice. No one not 
separated by natural barriers from 
San Francisco and vicinity was play- 
ing the American sport. In spite of 
the fact that most of the southern. 
high school players were forced to 
take up Rugby the southern press 
refused to support the move. Harry 
Carr called upon his fund of irony 
and wrote a description of a Rugby 
game, which put invio print what a 
lot of us thought, but couldn't ex- 
press. Among other things he said 
that “anyone who could learn to en- 
joy a scrum could learn to laugh at 
an unpaid gas bill.” 

I believe that after 1909 Rugby 
safely had the majority of spectators 
and players back of its standard, up 
north. Its competitor was only a 
memory. It was proving fun for the 
players and fairly interesting to fans. 
Its good points were still being 
pushed to the front and its faults 
blamed on American ignorance of the 
true knowledge of how it should be 
played. I heard compiaints from 
Rugby enthusiasta on too much for- 
ward play- 

They said “the practice and exhibi- 
tion games are pretty, but match 
games develop into a battle of the 
forwards.” Ah, ah, the American 
coach was once again getting ahead 
of a Rules Committee. He was do- 
ing with Rugby just what he had 
done to American in 1905—showing 
that a game in practice and in theory 
are two different things. In 1905 he 
proved that mass play would win nine 
out of ten contests. In 1910 he be- 
gan to prove that a fast, husky, well- 
coached bunch of forwards would 
win Rugby nine times out of ten. 

Jimmy Shaffert knew that California 
wanted a nning team and he de- 
veloped his great forward game just 
as each coach who knew his business 
well had developed mass play. After 
the games of 1910-1911 complaints 
flew around on wings all over the 
north. Fans said “Stanford is trying 
to play. Rugby aa it should be played, 
but California is spoiling it all.” They 
tried to make out that Shaffer's break- 
aways were murdere They might 
have been, for all I know, but they 
were winning games and within the 
laws of Rugby as set down by the 
Rugby Union. It was time to change 
the rules, as Americans had done in 
the East. A coach must coach his 
team to win by all fair means within 
the letter of the law. When by so 
doing he spoils the game for the spec- 
tators, and makes it dangerous for 
the contestants, don’t blame the 
coach; change the rules until you 
have the game vou are looking for.

Frequent scrumming and kicking to 
touch were hurting Rugby. I met 
Jimmy Shaffer about this time and 
instead of a master murderer, I found 
a pleasant dinner companion with 
lots of pep and fight in his light blue 
eyes. After awhile j.told him of some 
of the things I had heard he was 
accused of. He simply eaid he coached 
his men to play for all there was in 
them, but that he thought the rules 
of the game should be changed. 

He suggested a rule to keep the 
breakaways back until the ball was 
out to the backs. I know he advo- 
cated such a change to members of 
the Rugby Union, which shows that 
he was trying to better the game, even 
if it hurt his chances of winning with 
his great forward play. Like the 
coaches of 1905 he was perfectly 
willing to submit toe rule changes, 
although it might change his entire 
system of attack, but like these same 
coaches, he must coach the team to 
win each year under the rules in hand 
and not according to the tdeas or 
theories of how it ought to be. Sue- 
gestions of Shaffer and other men, 
who knew real, practical Rugby, were 
turned down on the ground that we 
didn’t yet know how to play the game 
in America and that fundamental rule 
changes would ruin our chance of in- 
ternational contests.

Largely to the criticisms on the 
game as it was coming to be played in 
America, the California Rugby Union 
decided to bring over a picked team 
from Australia. This team, known as 
the Waratahs, had an awful time beat-

Of the many points urged in favor 
of Rugby, international contests have 
proven a rather doubtful advantage; 
¢lub-college contests are failures 
financially and usually end in a fight; 
the game is not devoid of fatalities 
nor serious injuries and causes more 
minor injuries. I am not giving the 
popular opinion, but the result of a 
comparison of statistics and opinions 
given me by coaches, trainers, doc- 
tors and managers. 

More men do not get Into the match 
games than in new American football 
-—-Rugby limits substitutions to three, 
while you can use as many as you 
like in the other. Better than that, ‘n 
American, a coach can take a tired 
man out and when he is rested put 
him back into play. Injuries come 
to over-tired-men. The ball is in 
touch (out of bounds) or in the scrum 
as much of the time in Rugby as it 
is stopped for downs in American. 
suits are unfitted to American 

elds. 

Players who have played both 
games within four years claim the 
American style is most fun. Under 
American methods of getting the men 
on edge for one big game, practice 
is just as strenuous. Americans will 
adopt signals for Rugby. Individual 
skill claimed for Rugby its just the 
thing for the club man, but ft is more 
important that the high school and 
college man learn discipline and the 
advantage of unity and 


As I have said before, Rugby was 
given us with the highest of motives 
by brainy, thoughtful men, but I do 
not think they knew what we know 
now of the game. Its flaws for the 
position it seeks to occupy could not 
be foreseen. It is a goed game for 
a league series or for clubs. Ameri- 
can clubmen choose games for fun 
and recreation, and when played for 
these two reasons, Rugby is a dandy. 
It is when the flerce partisan spirit 
of intercollegiate warfare takes hol 
of the game that it cannot stand the 
pressure. The rules are not exact 
enough nor the field sufficiently offi- 
cered. All one could ask of Rugby 
to make a good intercollegiate game 
would be to have fewer players and 
more officials. To have all rules exact 
and defined so that each referse 
doesn’t have to be judge, jury and 
executioner. Rules preventing hurd- 
Jing and extra officials to stop sluz- 
ging. Allow more substitutes, etc., but 
whr go onm and describe American 
football here?

It is a shipless, deserted ocean, 
where, unless there blows up a hur- 
Fricane, there is no change in the un- 
wavering current of the mild trade 
winds biowing steadily in their al- 
lotted courses the whole year around. 
Sea and sky unite in a monotony 
which is only broken by the wonder 
ef the sunsets. And it is warm-—un- 
comfortably warm—‘beastly hot,” as 
the Englishman will say, when he re- 
minds you that your tepid, sait- 
water bath affords you no relief. Yet, 


Tahiti come up upon the horizon, you 
remember only that you are at last 
in sight of those fabled wonderlands, 
the “Islands of the Blest.”’ 

To those to whom the isles of the 
South Seas mean little more than a 
school-book momery, or a mental pio- 
ture drawn from Stevenson's letters, 
from Pierre Loti, or the tales of Jack 
London, a reminder may be neces- 
gary. The Scciety Islands, a colony of 
the French republic, are situated ap- 
proximately’ 2000 miles south of our 
own Islands, 4000 miles- 
south-southwest of San Francisco, 
upon the direct route to New Zealand, 
and in eighteen degrees south lati- 


tude. 

Commercially, as well as in point 
of size and in population, Tahiti is 
the principal island of the group, the 
capital city of Papeete, whose popu-

No understanding of conditions, so-

From every viewpoint, excepting 
the picturesque alone, the islands 
may be said to consist entirely of this 
narrow lain, in places but a few 
and rarely attaining a 
greater width than half a mile—ac- 
cording to local measurement, per- 
haps a kilometer. 

The fact that the arable land from 
which the islands derive their wealth 
is thus limited in extent may be suf- 
ficient reason in itself for the fact 
that during the past decades these 
countries have made so little advance 
commercially, and are still so cam- 
paratively unknown. 

The raising of vanilla and cocoa- 
nuts is still almost exclusively in the 
hands of the natives, who farm and 
cultivate on a smali scale, who hold 
under a complex system of titles and 
who are content to cultivate the land 
only to ihe extent necessary to sat- 

their simple needs. 

y control the land, are loath 
to part with it to the foreigner, and, 
be satisfied with conditions as 
they are, will not trouble to increase 
its productivity under his direction. 
“Copra” and vanilla are raised and 
cured as they were forty years ago, 
and as the demand for both articles 
ie unlimited, and they represent sub- 
stantially the entire export trade of 
the islands, it can easily be seen 
that while present conditions exist, 
business conditions will remain un- 
changed also. 

And present conditions have not 
been bettered by the apparent policy 
of laisser-aller pursued from the be- 
ginning by the French.

Passing over for the 
‘present all question of what civiliza- 
tion has done for him, the native, to 
whom, after all, the islands really be- 
long, is today in a most enviable po- 
sition. He is comparatively rich, he 
enjoys*the utmost freedom, the rights 
of a French citizen, and the favor of 
courts and cfficials. Owing to the 
benefits of a soil and climate which 
produce a maximum food supply with 
a minimum otf toll, he indulges in 
labor of hand or brain no more than 
would naturally be expected of him. 


WEST POINT’S FAMOUS KITCHEN. 


Is a Model in Efficiency and Econ- 
omy and Requires Only Three Men 
to Ran It. 

[Dallas News:] West Point's fa- 
mous kitchen is the secret of the ruddy 
cheeka, the upheld heads and bright 
eyes of the sturdy young cadets. An 
enticing menu for breakfast, dinner 
and supper is daily furnished at an 
average cost of 61 cents per day per 
cadet. The 61 cents a day includes 
besides the foodstuffs the wages and 
board and service of fifty-six help, 
the table linen, china, pots and pans, 
breakage and wear and tear and 


City merely fixes the height of bill- 


laundry, everything save rent for the 


building, light and heat. 

The average housekeeper struggling 
with increased prices will inquire 
wearily “How 

Well, West Point does not do it by 
economy—that is, as economy is gen- 
erally understood. It buys the best of 
everything, and serves everything in 
unlimited quantities. Steaks served 
are sirloin or porterhouse, roasts are 
prime ribs, butter and milk are the 
finest the market affords. Of course, 
the institution gains an advantage by 
purchasing in large quantities. 

The cold storage rooms running off 
on all sides of the main kitchen al- 
ways boast of full supply of meats, 
butter, eggs, vegetables and fruits, 
while the dry storage rooms hold a 
still greater supply of dry foods. 
Usually there is at least $15,000 worth 
of food on hand. But the saving ef- 
fected by buying in large quantities 
is negligible when compared with the 
saving effected by good management. 

How many housewives keep an ac- 
count of wasted feod, of spoiled food, 
of damage done to pots and pans and 
linen? 

West Point records show every day 
the supplies issued to steward, baker, 
chef, peeler. They note the _ food 
spoiled and condemned and destroyed, 
its weight and value, the weight and 
value of all wastage, the wear and 
tear on machinery, the breakage in 
china. An account of ail food is kept, 
an average of the cost of the day’s 
rations. The record for service is 
also carefully made out.

Permits from the Superintendent of 
Buildings are necessary before a sign 
can be erected and the consent of the 
property owner or lessee must ac- 
company the application. 

Permission of the Bureau of Build- 
ings is necessary to erect a billboard 
more than six feet high in Rochester, 
and billboards more than seven feet 
high must be made of incombuatible 
material. If under seven feet high 
and incombuastible, the applicant must 
give one week's notice before erec- 
“weary to property owners within 100 
eot. 

San Francisco levies an excise tax 
on the bill-posting business. The tax 
is based on the gross income of each 
company and varies from $50 to $600. 
The California courts annulled the 
Los Angeles ordinance prohibiting 
billboards in the residence districts. 

St. Louis limits the height of bill- 
boards to fourteen feet above the 
ground and requires an open. space 
below the lower edge of four feet. 
Billboards must be at least six feet 
from any building, fifteen feet from 
the street and two feet from any 
other billboard. The city cuollects a 
fee of $1 for each lineal foot. It 
is estimated that the bill-posting com- 
panies of St. Louls do an annual 
business of $400,000. 

Twelve feet is the limit. to the 
height of billboards tn Milwaukee and 
an open space under them of two 
feet is necessary. They must be 
built to withstand a wind pressure 
of forty pounds to the square foot. 
A small fee is charged for permits. 

Chicago absolutely forbids the erec- 
tion of any signs above buildings. 
Billboards must be placed flatly 
against the walis of buildings, must 
not exceed twelve feet in height and 
must be made of incombustible ma- 
terial. The written consent of the 
property owners owning a majority 
of the frontage on both sides of the 
street is necessary before any  bill- 
board may be placed in any block 
where one-half of the buildings on 
both sides of the street are used for 
residence purposes. This its consid- 
ered the most sweeping ordinance in 
effect in this countrv. 

Buffalo requires the permission of 
the Fire Commissioner, Deputy Bulld- 
ing Commissioner and Council before 
a sign over seven feet high can be 
erected. 

New York, by a State law of 1911, 
made it illegal to affix any sdvertise- 
ment on a public highway. Connecti- 
cut, as long ago as 1902, passed a sim- 
flar statute. Neither law in any way 
affects cities. Massachusetts requires 
the written consent of the property 
owners “within or without the limits 
of the highway” before any adver- 
tisement may be posted. 


As usual with legislation of this 
character, European cities have made 
much more progress than this coun- 
try. France has provided a tax on 
billboards and signs, effective July 1, 
1915, that ig almost prohibitive. The 
annual rate varies from 93 cents to 
$7.44 a square foot, depending upon 
the size of the billboard. The walis 
of houses, however, are exempt. Also 
the tax will apply only to advertise- 
ments exhibited at a distance of 100 
méters (828 feet) from any tnhabited 
place. Paris has a rate of tax for 
signs not included in this provision. 

English regulation of »billboards 
has taken the general course of local 
option. The local authorities may 
frame laws under a statute passed 
by Parliament, for regulating, re- 
stricting or preventing advertising 
that mars the beauty of the  land- 
scape. Specific areas are “scheduled” 
and within these areas no commercial

Ballard said that the people have 
a right to look upon this first report 
ag a pledge as to the policy that 
would be pursued and that it is safe 
to say that all the argument, hun- 
dreds of statements and numberless 
estimates of future power profits, 
supposed to emanate from the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, came direct- 
ly or indirectly from Mr, Scattergood. 
Said Mr. Ballard: ) 

“Proponents of the $6,500,000 
power bond issue are circulating. and 
I have no doubt with good faith, 
many statements, both in printed 
form and by word of mouth, which 
do not correctly state the facts. 

“Thes- statements include, as a 
basic reason for voting these bonds, 
alleged estimates of possible results 
to the city through the immediate 
municipal operation of a distributing 
system. 

“Since these statements are based 
almost entirely on Mr. Scattergood’s 
estimates, and since it is customary 
to judge the value of an engineer’s 
present estimate by his past per- 
formances, let’s look at his record. 
You will find that his reports as an 
engineer, even after they are filed, 
are subject to change without no- 
tice.” 

ESTIMATES REVISED. 


He then proceeded to show that 
Scattergood’s estimates have now been 
revised by himself to include a sum 
of $1,926,000 above what he originally 

ed for. | 

“But what’s a couple of millions be- 
tween friends?” he asked facetiously. 
“In a private corporation this would 
throw the property into the hands of 
a receiver in short order, but with the 


taxes and a delay in completing the 
work.” . 

Then: he proceeded to check the 
statements and showed by quotations 
and references that cut Scattergood 
deep, that he was meddling in fig- 
ures entirely too great for his com- 
prehension and had been. compelled 
to repeatedly review and change them, 
and as against his estimate of $2,250,- 
000 as the cost of plant No. 1, the 
Power Bureau has secured and asked 
‘for $5,350,000. Ballard, however, al- 
lowed a 4Geducation of $1,250,000 
spent on plant No. 2. Continuing, he 
said: 

“Remember, in the first annual re- 
port of the aqueduct distributed to 
voters before the $23,000,000 - bond 
election, the city announced a policy 
to the effect that the power was to 
be sold at wholesale to distributing 
companies. Why does not the city now 
follow this policy out? 

“The companies stand ready to buy 
all the power generated for a period 
of five years at a wholesale price to 
be made by the State Railroad Com- 
mission. They must distribute at a 
retail rate fixed by the city admin- 
istration. . 

“The best rate Mr. Scattergood has 
promised is 5 cents per kilowatt hour. 
The companies’ rate has just been 
fixed at 5% cents. Look over the rate 
record of the past four years. It 
shows a constant reduction of %. cent 
a year. Does not this indicate that 
the city will have a 56-cent electric rate 
next year whether or not the bonds 
are voted? 

WHY TAXES ARE HIGH. 

‘Taxes are high in this city because 
of our enormous bonded indebtedness, 
and special assessments ere continual- 
ly levied for necessities that ought to 
be covered by bond issue. There are 
more bond iasues pending, $4,600,000 
for schools, May 14, and the score of 
other issues with which you are fa- 
miliar. 

“These power bonds, if they should 
be carried, will increase our taxes, but 
the acceptance of one of the com- 
panies offers would provide the way 
for material tax reduction. The sav- 
ing in taxes by defeating these power 
bonds will be $4000 < day. 

“In order that the people may be 
correctly informed by question and 
answer, we challenge the Committee 
of One Hundred to debate upon these 
bonds in the largest hall that can be 
secured in the city and at any time 
that they shal) fix.”

SPEAKER DECLARES VOTERS OF 
CITY DISFRANCHISED. 


Commends. Companies’ Offer to 
Purchase City Power at Rate to 
Be Fixed by Railroad Commission 
as Eminently Fair, and Denounces 
Proposed Condemnation. 


Seward A. Simons scored the join- 
ing of the power bond issues last 
night in an address before the Friday 
Morning Club as an attempt to force 
the taxpayers to throw good money 
after bad. A. H. Naftzger of the 
Chamber of Commerce Power Bond 
Committee defended the bonds. 
“Tt is time that Los Angeles take 
an accounting of what it has got for 
its bond money,” Simons said. “Year 
after year it has been sinking money 
on estimates and hopes, and it ils time 
that the voters demand an actuality 
to show that the estimates have been 
ood. 

“Los Angeles’s condition is about 
that of a speculator who is always 
willing to take a chance. If this city 
is so eager to take chances, why not 
take a chance on a few millions in 
school bonds or bonds for storm 
sewers? 

“Some of you perhaps know that I 
live in South Pasadena and wil) ask 
yourselves, “Why is he interested in 
our bonds?’ Well, it is possible that 
some day South Pasadena will 
come a part of Los Angeles. 

“a city is a big business enterprise 
and its citizens are the stockholders. 
You or I wouldn't go into a business 
whose solvency is threatened by bond 
issue after bond issue on the general 
promise that some day or other there 
will be a winner.” 

Simons also exposed the fallacy of 
the reiterated assertion that $6,500,- 
000 will give this city control of the 
lighting situation or anything ap- 
proaching it. 

“All you will have is three units and 
one transmission line,” he said. “This 
will be merely a starter. The city 
proposes to pluck the heart out of 
the Sotthern California Edison Com-

Formerly the price of cat's 
meat was from 2d. to 2%d. a pound, 
but at present the coat is 3d. and 3%d. 
The cause of this rise in prices is be- 
cause more horse flesh is being con- 
sumed abroad than hitherto, and deal- 
ers find that more money can be 
made by transporting their antinals 
abroad, and practically refuse to sell 
the flesh at the usual price, the con- 
sequence being that cat’s meat men 
are having a hard struggle to get an 
existence out of this fast-declining 
trade.

‘paying his expenses on a trip to 
Washington, D. C., to attend the na- 
tional meeting of sealers of weights 
and measures. He was gently, but 
firmly, turned down. At the same 
time his work was highly commended. 

Harshman declared that he had 
reached the point where further ef- 
ficiency calls for conference and co- 
operation with other men engaged in 


this class of work, and he guaran- | 


teed that if he is allowed to attend 
this gathering he will be able to in- 
crease the revenues of his office. 

The members of the Finance Com- 
mittee declared that they were high- 
ly pleased with Harshman's present 
work and believed he should stay 
right on the job and get the needed 
additional information by correspond- 
ence. 

In reviewing the work of his de- 
partment, Harshman stated that it has 
secured more than $3000 in fines dur- 
ing the year and that between 7000 
and 8000 scales have been condemned. 
Some test cases have been taken into 
the courts, with the results, yet unde- 


‘ened to resign. 


the Supreme Court, if necessary. 

Last Friday, says Harshman, sixty- 
four five-gallon oll cans used by a lo- 
cal oil company, were condemned for 
being short measure, and in many 
other instances the cétizens havé been 
saved money by a correction of im- 
proper weights and measures and 
other similar abuses. 

One of the interesting cases now 
pending in the courts is as to whether 
the dealers have the right to charge 
consumers meat prices for the heavy 
paper wrappers on hams and bacon. 


RATE-FIXING TIME. 
NO CHARGE ON TELEPHONES. 


The Public Utilities Commission 
tomorrow will have before it the sub- 
ject of fixing rates for telephones and 
ras for the next fiscal year. President 
Wright said yesterday that the board 
has no new information before it 
that would justify it in making a rate 
of less than 62 cents per 1000 cubic 
feet for natural gas. It is probable 
that this rate will be adopted and that 
a rate of 70 cents per 1000 cubic feet 
for artificial gas will be made, sim- 
flar to that now in effect. . 

There is no indication of any change 
in the telephone rates. The people 
of California will vote at the Novem- 
ber election on a constitutional 
amendment that would place all mu- 
nicipal rate-fixing powers in the hands 
of the State Railroad Commission. It 
is not likely that the local board _will 
undertake to do anything in the ‘way 
of providing for an interchange of 
telephone service until the result of 
this vote is known. 


TAX PAYMENTS. 
BIG INFLOW YESTERDAY. 


Yesterday was the last day for the 
paement of city taxes without addition 
of the 5 per cent. penalty. During 
the day there was paid over the 
counters of the Tax Collector’s office 
$179,359.16. A large amount of mail 
was received to add to that of the past 
three days. This has not yet been 
checked, but the estimates last even- 
ing were that the delinquency would 
not be more than $15,000 out of the 
$5,.623,263.01 charged on the tax rolls. 
Last year the delinquency was $101,- 
000. 


WILL ADVERTISE. 
FOR SECOND-HAND RAILS. 


President Woodman of the Harbor 
Commission yesterday appeared be- 
fore the Finance Committee to urge 
that the commission be allowed to 
purchase, without advertising for bids, 
for temporary 
tracks to be used in work at Timms 
Point and filling in 57,000 cubic yards 
of earth back of the concrete walls 
on the Huntington fill at the outer 
harbor. 

As the price of the material desired 
is $2888.72, and the board can only 
expend $500 In any one sum for ma- 
terials without advertising for com- 
petitive bids, the Finance Comrpittee 
could not give the desired permission. 
It was also urged that the Harbor 
Commission should use whatever ma- 
terial possible that is held from the 
aqueduct salvage. 

It wad finally decided that the Har- 
bor Commission wil! advertise for the 
material needed and meanwhile wil! 
“dicker” with the sales agent for the 
salvage to see if the prices offered can 
be met by this department. 

President Woodman informed the 
committee that the Snare & 
Triest contract for municipal wharf 
No. 1 will be completed by July 1, al- 
though the contractors are entitled to 
two months more time if they should 
desire it.

SELECTS DEGAN 
TO AID ALARM BUREAU. 

Louls E. Degan, electrical engineer 
of Long Beach, will be the consulting 
electrical engineer for the bureau of 
fire alarm and police telegraph, if the 
recommendations made by the Safety 
commission yesterday are adopted by 
the City Council. 

The commission decided yesterday 
that it will be good policy to employ 
Degan for such time as he may be 
needed in work with City Electrician 
Manahan on perfecting plans for the 
proposed new alarm system. It is de- 
sired to secure his services imme- 
diately. 

Manahan is now preparing plans 
and ‘specifications for the substations, 
fire and police alarm boxes, etc., on 
a scheme that will cover development 
for a period of ten years. This is 
done in such a manner that various 
units of the entire system can be in- 
stalled independently until the entire 
city Is thoroughly equipped. The sum 
of $250,000 will be asked for in the 
next fiscal budget, as a start on the in- 
stallation of the new system. The 
headquarters of the svstem will be 
in the fire-house on Figueroa street, 
near Seventh. 

Degan has had considerable expe- 
rience in installation of alarm systems 
and some time ago completed a police 
and fire alarm system for the city of 
Rio de Janeiro. 


LET GRASS DIE? 
AT EXPOSITION PARK.

CORRIDOR GOSSIP. 
MINOR MUNICIPAL NEWS. 


The Finance Committee yesterday 
recommended that the city pay $500 
of the $2054 already expended on the 
project of opening San Pedro street 
from Aliso street to the Plaza, pro- 
vided the property owners within the 
assessment district pay the remainder. 
If this payment is made by May 6 
the proceedings will be abandoned. 

A recommendation will be made to 
the City Council today by the Finance 
Committee that implement and vehi- 
cle merchants on Los Angeles street, 
from Third to Aliso streets, be al- 
lowed to use a portion of the sidewalk 
space for the display of their mer- 
chandise. The petitioners for this set 
forth that the sidewalks are unusually 
wide, while there is but little pedes- 
trian travel there, and that for years 
past this privilege has been allowed. 


A petition from property owners on/ 


the northwest section of East Los An- 
geles, referred to the Playground Com- 
mission yesterday, asks that the city 
set aside as a public playground a 
tract of land lying between the right 
of way of the Los Angeles Railway 
Corporation and Verdugo road. 

Use of a lot In a closely built-up 
residence section of San Pedro as a 
dog pound is seriously objected to by 
the adjacent residents, and they have 
appealed to the City Council for re- 
lief from the noises. The Public Wel- 
fare Committee yesterday recom- 
mended that the Humane Animal 
Commission secure a location for the 
pound where it will not be a nuisance. 

The Public Welfare Committee of 
the City Council has set next Monday 
morning at 10 o’clock as the time for 
a public hearing on the draft for the 
proposed ordinance governing bill- 
boards. The proposed ordinance is 
very similar in form to the one now 
in effect in Seattle. 

Councilman Roberts has succeeded 
in getting a postponement until May 
20 of the public hearing on the sub- 
ject of the proposed Arroyo Seco 
parkway. Meanwhile the subject of 
handling the storm waters will be in- 
vestigated in its various phases. 

The Finance Committee yesterday 
refused to recommend that L. E. Mo- 
selle, former disbursing agent for the 
Los Angeles aqueduct, be paid $90 
for two weeks’ work during the time 
when he was allowed his regular an- 
nual vacation. Moselle claims that he 
was requested to remain at his work 
in order to close the accounts prior 
to turning the disbursement over to 
the City Auditor. The Finance Com- 
mittee declares that to pay a city em- 
ployee fifty-four weeks’ pay for fifty- 
two weeks’ time would be setting a 
precedent for which there is no ‘good 
excuse. 

Today occurs the annexation elec- 
tion in the district including The 
Palms and a portion of La Clenega 
precinct. It was reported at the City 
Hall yesterday that there is strong 
opposition to annexation in the Cul- 
ver City district.

RENT AUTOS TABOO. 


M. and M, Objects to Allowing Ten 
Machines to Stand in Each Con- 
gested Downtown Block. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association has taken a decided stand 
against the proposed ordinance which 
would allow ten automobiles for hire 
to stand in each block in the con- 
gested business district. Secretary 
Zeehandelaar in a letter addressed to 
Councilman Conwell, traffic expert of 
the Council, calls attention to the 
injustice and danger of euch an ordi- 
nance. 

“There will be scarcely sufficient 
space left for automobiles to load and 
unload passengers who have business 
transactions in the store and office 
buildings in the downtown district, 
and we certainly object to being in- 
terfered with in the transaction of 
our business when exceptional] priv- 
lleges are granted to these rent auto- 
mobiles, owners of which should have 
no more right to make a garage of 
our public streets than any other 
individual,” says the letter. 

The present regulation prohibits 
rent machines from standing within 
100 feet of each other on either side 
of the street, which in itself is a 
sufficient evil and interferes greatly 
with business during the rush hours 
of the day, according to Zeehandelaar. 
“In San noisco, the only places 
at which automobiles for hire are 
allowed to stand, are at three or four 
of the large hotels and around Union 
Square,” he said. 

“If anything, provision should be 
made~-here in Los Angeles to take 
them all off the main thoroughfares 
and allow them parking space around 
Central Park and streets outside of 
the business district. It is always 
“9 to call a machine from a garage 


and have it within five minutes, which 
‘obviates the need of cars on Broad- 
way, Spring, Main ané@ other principal 
streets at any time during the day.”
